No one was about the house at that 
time, and before she could notify the 
neighbors 
she 
was 
unconscious. 
About nine o’clock she was discovered 
lying on the floor in the dining room, 
and a physician was immediately 
called. 
Antidotes were q uick ly ad­ 
ministered, hut Mrs. Abell did not re­ 
cover consciousness until nearly five 
hours afterward she had fallen to the 
floor. 
She is resting very well today, 
however, and other than a severely 
burned mouth and throat does not 
seem to suffer any serious effects of 
the acid. 


COLORED POST CARDS FREE! 


George Salmon, who lived in Sey ­ 
mour for some time a number of y ears 
ago, died at his home 33 Elm street. 
Indianapolis, Saturday night, the vic­ 
tim of a drug clerk ’s carelessness. 
One week ago Sunday morning Salmon 
was tak en ill suddenly and his wife 
sent their son, Arthur, to the drug 
store of John Fritz, at 637 Virginia 
Avenue, for some medicine. The clerk 
by mistak e gave the hoy a pack age of 
oxalic acid in powdered form instead 
of the medicine called for. 
When the 
hoy reached home 
Salmon 
took 
a 
tablespoonfull of the acid and was soon 
in convulsions of pain. 
The son hur­ 
ried hack to the store and telephoned 
for a phy sician. 
The drug clerk 
heard him telephoning and think ing 
perhaps he had made a mistak e, hur­ 
ried to the Salmon home with lime 
water and with the phy sician work ed 
with the sick man for several hours. 
Salmon did not improve and later was 
sent to the hospital where he suffered 
all week until his 
death 
Saturday 
night. 
Thursday night Fritz was a r­ 
rested by detectives on the charge of 
administering 
poison. 
After 
Sal­ 
mon’s death the clerk was rearrested 
on a charge of manslaughter and re­ 
leased on a $2,500 bond. 
It was ex­ 
pected that the case would come up 
this morning. 
Salmon was thirty -three y ears old 
and has many acq uaintances and 
several relatives in Seymour.

Not Advisable to Cut Too Much Gra ss 
at One M owing— W ill D ry 
Q uickly W hen Stirred. 


It Is no t adv isable to cu t mu ch grass 
at o ne mo wing. 
If p o ’ssible wait u ntil 
the weather settles. 
Cu t in the after­ 
no o n o f a clear day , the nex t mo rning 
p u t the bo rsetedder to wo rk and keep 
the hay fly ing and whirling In the air. 
Keep the hay stirring—the grass will 
dry o u t and cu re mu ch faster when 
it is fly ing in the air than when sp read 
o u t o n the gro u nd. 
If the grass is 
heav y —and y o u hav e no 4 edder, let 
ev ery help er take a fo rk and tu rn the 
half-cu red hay o v er so the bo tto m will 
dry ; as so o n as the hay 
Is 
p artly 
cu red, p u t in the rake and make small 
windro ws. 
After the field Is fo rked 
o v er co mmence at the beginning and 
rake two windro ws to gether by tu rn­ 
ing the hay o v er with the rake sev eral 
times—-mo st o f the mo istu re will ev ap ­ 
o rate—and all o f the hand-labo r will 
be av o ided. 
As so o n 
as it 
settles 
bu nch it. in case there are indicatio ns 
o f rain, hau l two o r three lo ads o f the 
half-cu red hay into the barn o r bar­ 
rack and dep o sit o ne lo ad in each 
mo w’.

o u sly . 
Secu re the clo v er and mix ed 
hay and get the grain in the barrack;

— Denouncing 
the charges of C. L. Dietz, acting chair­ 
man of the executive committee of the 
Indianapolis Humane Society against 
the Hadley Children’s Home and its 
matron and superintendent as pure 
sensationalism, Sumner W. Haynes, 
state superintendent of the Children s 
Home Society of Indiana, has issued a 
statement. He declared the home and 
the children are in better condition 
than at any time in the two years he 
has been connected with them, and 
almost completely exonerated Super­ 
intendent Clyde Park and his wife, the 
matron of the home, from blame for 
the cloud that has been cast over the 
home during the last week. 
Mr. Haynes is now at the home, in 
charge until another superintendent 
and matron can be appointed, which 
will he within a few’ days, he said.

The clover pollen, unlike t h a t of 
m ost plants, is heavy and h a s a ten­ 
dency to a d h e re to the h e a r t of the 
blossom. 
T he period in which the 
pollen can be carried from one bios 
nom to a noth e r lasts not longer than 


tw o or three weeks.

the United States ceases to be an ex porter of beef 
and posk from whence will Eu rope get its meat? 
Will the United States, with its large ratio of In­ 
crease in popu lation, with which the meat produ u ction 
by no means keeps pace, be able in the fu tu re to teed 
Itself? 
Mu st Eu rope and the United States cu rtail their meat 
consu mption? 
There is no need to take a pessimist’s v iew in an­ 
swering any of these qu estions. 
The meat proposition 
is already seriou s, it is tru e; bu t this is becau se we are at the tu rning 
of the way s and not becau se the immediate fu tu re, or ev en the fu tu re 
for some hu ndreds of y ears at least, presents any real difficu lty to the 
solu tion of this proposition. 
Leav ing ou t of consideration all qu estions inv olv ing the so-called 
meat tru st, the tariff, etc., and looking at the matter simply as a 
qu estion of economy in meat produ ction, there is no need to fear a 
famine, nor ou ght there to be any fear of high prices to limit the con­ 
su mption. 
A nu mber of factors enter into the world’s present meat problem, 
one of the most important of which Is the change in conditions u nder 
which meat has been produ ced in the United States. The change from 
range to farm produ ction of beef cattle and the improv ed shipping fa­ 
cilities for corn, which latter has rev olu tionized the hog indu stry , hav e 
together u pset the balance in the meat market. 
Unlimited free range 
on gov ernment lands m ade^heap meat, bu t the taking u p of these 
lands by settlers, and particu larly the taking u p of land arou nd water 
cites has changed the whole situ ation. 
The ex ten­ 
sion of railway s and an improv ed serv ice has giv en 
the western farmer a choice, either to sell his corn or 
to feed for meat, where formerly he had no choice; it 
was either hogs or cease raising corn. He raised hogs 
becau se he was forced to it, and he bou ght range beef 
cattle to pu t them in condition for thq market by feed­ 
ing for a few months with a part of his su rplu s grain. 
The raising x>t cattle on the free ranges of the west 
was the cheapest method of meat produ ction at the 
time practised in the United States, bu t it is a qu estion 
whether beef may not now be produ ced, and is not now 
produ ced by a few farmers, ev en cheaper than on the 
western ranges in the past.” 
The poor qu ality of range meat, which necessitated 
eev eral months of farm feeding and care in order to 
be gotten in condition for the market, the great losses 
In the herds du e to insu fficient food and water, and 
the lack of winter shelter made the bu siness of cattle 
raising on the western plains a more or less u ncertain 
and precariou s indu stry . It was an ex otic, and as su ch 
It will die with changing conditions. 
The fu tu re of meat produ ction in the United 
States is a farming proposition, and like all other 
qu estions connected with the national agricu ltu re de­ 
pends for its satisfactory solu tion u pon the improv ement of farm meth­ 
ods. 
To remain a meat-ex porting cou ntry , lands mu st be brou ght u p 
to the Eu ropean standard of produ ction. 
At that standard, or ev en 
considerably below, farming in the United States pay s, and pay s well, 
and in no way better than by tu rning grass and grain into meat. 
Bu t 
u ntil the United States adju sts itself to the changed conditions and can 
again enter the Eu ropean market as a competitor with Argentina, 
Uru ­ 
gu ay and Au stralia for the meat trade, where will Eu rope, 
and ev en 
the United States, shou ld it hav e a temporary need for meat, secu re 
their su pplies? 
The answer to this qu estion is not difficu lt. 
It is only su rprising 
that it has not been more fu lly recognized. 
The broad plains of Mex ico and Central 
America, of Venezu ela and Colombia, the Ama­ 
zon region of Brazil. Boliv ia, Peru and Ecu a­ 
dor riv al, if they do not ex cel the famed pam­ 
pas of Argentine and Uru gu ay as cheap meat- 
produ cing districts. 
In the cou ntry of the Oronoco alone, Vene­ 
zu ela and eastern Colombia, there is an area 
of territory more than equ al to France, Ger­ 
many , the Netherlands, Belgiu m and Denmark, 
or ten times the size of the state of New York, 
which has its su perior as a cattle cou ntry in 
no part of the world, if indeed it has any where 
Its equ al. 
Mex ico offers many adv antages to the stock 
raiser. 
The conditions there are those with 
which stockmen from the United States are 
more or less familiar, which last fact, in part, 
accou nts for the large inv estments of Ameri­ 
can capital made in this indu stry within the 
last few y ears in Mex ico. 
Cattlemen own the 
land in large tracts of from 100,000 to 1,000,000 
acres, acqu ired from the gov ernment by grant 
and at a v ery low figu re. 
This prev ents the 
shu tting off from water, which has done so 
mu ch to destroy the range indu stry in the 
United States. The winters are mild and there 
Is no danger of loss from blizzards—in fact, 
the grazing is good all the y ear rou nd. 
The character of the ranges on the Pacific 
coast side in Jalisco, Michoacan, Gu errero, 
¡sou thern Oax aca and Tepic are similar in 
character to the northern ranges bu t not so 
well watered, and the grass is scantier. _ 
On the gu lf side there are entirely differ­ 
ent conditions. 
On the slope of the eastern 
Cordilleras in the states of San Lu is Potosi, 
Tamau lipas and northern Vera Cru z is the re­ 
gion known ts the Hu asteca Potosina, the 
cou ntry of the Tamesi, Panu co, Temporal and 
Tamasu nchale riv ers. 
This Is an almost ideal 
.grass cou ntry . 
It is a su ccession of v alley s 
separated by grass-cov ered terraces or hills 
increasing In height from the low plains near 
the coast to the borders of the central plateau 
€ .000 feet. 
This slope receiv es the moist 
breezes from the Gu lf of Mex ico iu the form 
of rain du ring the su mmer months and dew 
in winter, and is alway s 
free 
from 
frost, 
drou ght and ex cessiv e heat. The natu ral pas­ 
tu rage of this cou ntry is as fine as any in the 
world, ex cept on the Oronoco and in the u p­ 
per Amazon cou ntry . Cattle in good condition 
can be sent to market at a cost of less thap 
$10 gold a head. 
On the northern and west­ 
ern ranges lean cattle cost to produ ce from 
$2 to $5 a head and can be fattened for mar­ 
ket to cost in all abou t $10 a head. 
The latest Mex ican statistics show abou t 
5.260.000 beef cattle In the whole cou ntry , of 
an estimated v alu e of abou t $8 gold per head. 
Chihu ahu a and Vera Cru z lead with abou t 
400.000 head for each state. 
As compared 
with Argentina with its 30,000,000 beef cattle 
it can be seen that Mex ico is bu t at the begin­ 
ning of the indu stry ; in fact, as present the 
cou ntry produ ces bu t little meat abov e its own 
needs, y et it cou ld, on natu ral pastu re alone, 
carry twice the nu mber of cattle now grazing 
in Argentina, and cou ld easily su pply to the 
Eu ropean markets from its su rplu s an amou nt 
of meat twice what the United States has 
ev en been able to su pply from its su rplu s. 
Sou th of Mex ico in Central America and 
in parts of Mex ico not abov e mentioned there 
is y et another cattle cou ntry , where the cli­ 
mate is more tropical. On the Pacific side the 
area su itable for cattle is limited. 
It is simi­ 
lar to the Pacific slope of Mex ico, bu t the 
cou ntry is more thickly settled, a larger pro­ 
portion of the land is dev oted to agricu ltu re,

and consequ ently there is less room for beef 
cattle. 
The cou ntry offers fine opportu nities 
for dairy stock and will u ndou btedly dev elop 
along this line. 
In the u plands and on the 
Atlantic slope there are large areas of fine 
open cou ntry In Gu atemala, Hondu ras, Nica­ 
ragu a and Costa Rica, where cattle can be 
produ ced 
as cheaply as any where in 
the 
world. 
It is a known fact that in Gu atemala 
and Hondu ras fou r-y ear-old stock can be pro­ 
du ced on the ranges to cost less than $2 a 
head. 
The nativ e stock needs improv ing. 
It 
is the same which was formerly known in the 
United States as the Tex as long horn. 
When 
crossed by Shorthorn bu lls the resu lting prog­ 
eny is a first-class beef animal. 
Hereford, 
Galloway and 
Aberdeen-Angu s 
crosses also 
produ ce good resu lts. 
At present the indu stry is almost entirely 
local. 
Millions of acres of the finest pas­ 
tu rage in the world, where the nativ e grasses 
stand from knee to shou lder high, are u nu ti­ 
lized. 
A tithe of the capital and enterprise 
which hav e produ ced su ch large resu lts in 
Argentina and Uru gu ay wou ld make Central 
America, althou gh limited in area, an impor­ 
tant factor in the world’s meat market and 
wou ld pay to the inv estors a handsome retu rn 
on their inv estment. 
In Sou th America there are three great 
natu ral cattle regions which in area and 
adaptability for cattle produ ction 
are 
u ne- 
qu aled in any other part of the world.. 
The 
plains of the Oronoco, of the Amazon and of 
the Plata riv ers are withou t dou bt the best 
adapted for produ cing beef cattle cheaply and 
on a large scale of any other sections of either 
the old or the new world. 
Behind 
the Venezu elan 
coast range of 
mou ntains lies the basin of the Oronoco. This 
riv er has nearly 500 tribu taries and at its 
greatest length Is 1,500 miles long and Is nav i­ 
gable from the ocean for abou t 1,200 miles. 
For abou t half its length it flows north and 
then tu rns almost directly east and continu es 
in this line to the Atlantic. 
Near the bend 
of the Oronoco it is joined by the Apu re, one 
of its chief tribu taries, which has come dow’n 
from 
the eastern 
Cordilleras of Colombia 
throu gh the heart of the region of the llanos 
or prairie lands. 
These lands continu e on to 
the east to the v ertex of the delta of the Oro- 
noca. 
They comprise abou t 150,000 squ are 
miles In Venezu ela and abou t 120,000 squ are 
miles in Colombia. 
It Is the largest single 
compact area of high-class natu ral pastu re In 
the world. 
In the lu ru rlance of Its grasses it 
is as far ahead of the pampas lands of Argen­ 
tina as are these ahead of the short-grass 
lands of Kansas or Nebraska. 
It is one im­ 
mense lev el prairie, 
thickly 
carpeted 
with 
para and-gu ineo grass, growing twice as high 
as broom sedge on a neglected Virginia farm. 
It Is crossed and interlaced by hu ndreds of 
riv ers flowing into the Oronoco or into its 
larger tribu taries, the Apu re, the Arau ca, the 
Meta, the Vichada and the Gu av iare. 
From 
these riv ers spread ou t smaller riv ers, creeks 
and gu ts joining one riv er to another so that 
the whole Is one great water mesh. 
In some 
places for a hu ndred miles one mu st cross 
water ev ery half mile or less. The creeks and 
gu ts, when wide eu ou gh are nav igable for 
lau nches and flat boats and offer the best and 
cheapest possible sy stem of highway s leading 
directly down to the Oronoco and the sea. 
From the earliest day s of the Spanish con­ 
qu est this cou ntry has been famed as a cattle 
land. At the time of the war of independence, 
in 1812, it was estimated that there were 


3.000.000 head of cattle in the cou ntry . 
The 
indu stry has nev er since been so flou rishing. 
These natu ral cattle 
lands 
comprise 
abou t 
17 0.000.000 acres and cou ld easily carry 180,- 
000,000 beef cattle and not be ov erstocked. 
In the past the indu stry has been mu ch 
hampered in both Colu mbia and Venezu ela by 
gov ernment restrictions, monopolies and tax a­ 
tion, and the estimates as to the cost of cattle 
produ ction in consequ ence v ary mu ch. 
Under 
the same fav orable conditions as ex ist in Mex ­ 
ico, Argentina and Uru gu ay 
the llanos 
of 
Colombia and Venezu ela can produ ce cattle 
ready for slau ghter at a cost which ou ght not 
to ex ceed $2 gold per head. 
In the v alley of the Amazon there are no 
su ch great prairie lands as ex ist on the Oro­ 
noco, y et on the whole there is as mu ch or 
ev en more first-class cattle cou ntry , a consid­ 
erable part of which is in easy deep-water 
connection with the world’s markets. 
The Amazon basin comprises one-eighth of 
the habitable earth and one-half of the most 
fertile portion thereof. 
In a territory so large 
as this It wou ld be u nreasonable not to ex pect 
to find many v arieties of soil and soil cov er, and 
su ch is the fact. Betw’een the riv ers tribu tary to 
the great riv er and back from the bottoms are 
here and there large tracts of open land simi­ 
lar to that fou nd on the Gu lf coast of Mex ico, 
In the prairie lands of Lou isiana and In Hon­ 
du ras and in Gu atemala. This is all fine cattle 
cou ntry ; there cou ld be no better. 
Near the headwaters of the great riv ers 
that flow down to make the mighty Amazon, 
on the eastern slope of the Andes, are mil­ 
lions of acres of fine grass lands in Colombia, 
Ecu ador, Peru and Boliv ia, as well as in Bra­ 
zil, that are more immediately av ailable for 
cattle raising than are the lands farther east 
in the great basin. 
The third 
great 
riv er basin of 
Sou th 
America is that of the Plate riv er, with which 
mu st be Inclu ded the sou thern half of Argen­ 
tina, whose riv ers drain directly into the At­ 
lantic. 
Any accou nt of the cattle indu stry 
of Argentina mu st of necessity be less a story 
of what can be done than of what has been 
done. 
Inclu ded in the Plate basin in addition 
to 
Argentina are 
Uu rgu ay , 
Paragu ay 
and 
sou thern Brazil. 
The cattle conditions are 
similar ov er all this area. 
Argentina ranks third in the world as a 
cattle-produ cing cou ntry . 
Ru ssia and the Uni­ 
ted States alone lead it; bu t Argentina has 
only abou t 0,000,000 inhabitants to feed, which 
accou nts for the fact that it is the leading 
cou ntry in beef ex ports. 
Ru ssia and the Uni­ 
ted States mu st consu me most of what they 
raise; Argentina ships the greater proportion 
of what it raises, not only beef cattle, bu t 
horses, sheep, wool, corn, wheat and flax seed. 
At the last censu s, taken abou t two y ears 
ago, there were 29,110,620 cattle in Argentina 
and abou t 6,000,000 in Uru gu ay . This is nearly 
all grade stock of the best English blood— 
Shorthorn, Hereford and Aberdeen Angu s. Ar­ 
gentina and Uru gu ay cattle are reared u nder 
conditions somewhat pecu liar to the locality . 
They are not range cattle nor y et ex actly farm 
cattle, and bu t little or no grain is fed, y et 
the ex port steers of Bu enos Aires or Monte­ 
v ideo are fu lly equ al in size and will cu t as 
mu ch prime beef and as little waste as the 
best steers of Kansas, Pennsy lv ania or sou th­ 
west Virginia. 
In the central prov inces of Bu enos Aires, 
Cordoba, Santa Fe, Entre Rios and Corrientes 
the nativ e grasses are ba te r and more alfalfa 
Is grown. 
These fiv e are the principal cattle- 


produ cing prov inces, as they are also the prin­ 
cipal grain produ cers. 
Nex t to these come 
La Pampa, Santiago and Salta, each of which 
prov inces carries from abou t 7 00,000 to 1,000,- 
000 cattle. 
Then come San Lu is, Mendoza, La 
Rioja and Catamarca, av eraging abou t half 
of these nu mbers. 
In the north, Mlsiones, 
Formosa and El Chaco, 
and in the sou th Rio 
Negro and Chu bu t are 
rapidly becoming Im­ 
portant cattle districts. 
Ev en San Ju an and 
Neu qu en. on the Andean slope, and Santa 
Cru z and Tierra del Fu ego, in the ex treme 
sou th, are finding that cattle as well as sheep 
can be raised with profit. 
In fact, there is 
bu t little territory in the Argentine Repu blic 
which is not su itable for either cattle or sheep. 
Beef is ex ported from the La Plata region 
on the hoof, as salted or as meat ex tracts, and 
frozen in qu arters. 
England is the principal market for Sou th 
American beef. 
The frozen-meat indu stry in 
the Argentine Repu blic has grown u p since 
the closing o I the English market to liv o 
cattle. 
In the y ear 19 08 the Argentine Repu blic ex ­ 
ported 
60,9 16 head of liv e beef cattle, three- 
fou rths of which went to Chile. 
It ex ported 
2,29 5,7 8 1 qu arters ( 57 3,9 46 whole beev es) of 
frozen beef, and from the salting works 
155 ,- 
400 beev es as salt beef, meat ex tract or jerked 
beef. 
In this latter indu stry Uru gu ay in addition 
ex ported 7 54.300 and sou thern Brazil 425,000 
head, respectiv ely . 
As a field for inv estment. In th^ cattle In­ 
du stry the La Plata region offers the v ery 
best of chances. 
In fact, it Is withou t a riv al, 
and will remain su ch u ntil a like enterprise 
and capital which has there produ ced su ch 
marv elou s resu lts shall seek a new opportu ­ 
nity on the Oronoco and in the u pper Amazon 
cou ntry . 
The field for cattle growing is large; there 
need be no scarcity thou gh the United States 
shou ld cease to ex port and become an im­ 
porter of meat.

I alway s pu sh my y ou ng stock along 
as rapidly as possible u ntil marketed; 
or u ntil brou ght to matu rity , say s a 
writer In- the 
Baltimore 
American* 
This It pay s to do, ev en when I mu st 
bu y feed and at u high price. 
The 
qu icker a bird can be brou ght to mar­ 
ketable size or to the produ ctiv e stage 
the greater the profit, to say nothing 
of qu icker retu rns and shortened risk. 
Rapid growth Is alw'ay s cheapest and 
qu ick retu rns most satisfactory . There 
are alw'ay s fewer losses in a flock kept 
growing v igorou sly than In one al­ 
lowed to drag, and a shorter period in 
which chicks are a possible prey to 
hawks, rats and other enemies. 
My y ou ng stock is nev er stinted. 
After it is remov ed from the brooder 
I continu e to feed regu larly and as 
generou sly as before. Feed for a con­ 
siderable time consists 
largely 
of 
coarsely grou nd grains or fresh, sweet 
milk 
For this I like corn and wheat 
principally at first. 
Later I add other 
grains, often omitting the wheat or 
feeding it whole by itself. 
Ry e, al­ 
thou gh chicks will not eat it whole, 
is ex cellent cracked with other grains. 
Barley , also peas In small qu antities, 
is good. 
As chicks become larger 
w'hole grains are gradu ally su bstitu ted 
for cracked. 
Ry e, if fed whole, is 
cooked. 
In 
this 
shape chicks 
are 
greedy for it, and it fu rnishes ex cel­ 
lent food. All su mmer I like to feed a 
little soft food now and then, either 
grou nd feed, shorts or bran, wet with 
milk or warm water. Grit I keep con­ 
stantly before my flock, 
also 
pu re 
water. 


GREAT \ lALUE OF DAIRY SIRE 


Important 
That 
Calf 
Should 
Have 
Good Parentage on Both Sides— 
Pure Breed Are Costly. 


(By R. B. Roe.) 
Raising the heifer calv es of good, 
high-produ cing cow’s, is a great fu nda­ 
mental requ isite for the 
best 
and 
easiest improv ement of a dairy herd. 
Bu t those calv es will 
take 
their 
qu alities from both parents, and it is 
equ ally 
Important 
that 
each 
calf 
shou ld hav e good parentage on 
tho 
male side. Bu t an inspection of many 
dairy herds will show that compara- 
; tiv ely little attention is paid to the 
! qu ality of the sire. 
I hav e 
too often 
seen 
herds In 
which the heifer calv es w’ere raised 
for fu tu re cows, bu t in 
which 
tho 
bu lls u sed were miserable little scru bs, 
and weaklings, obtained by simply 
sav ing a grade calf from the herd. 
And of many other 
sires, 
fairly 
good as indiv idu als, nothing is known 
of the actu al milk produ ction of their 
female ancestors. 
There are as I v iew it two princi­ 
ple reasons for this. 
One is that u n­ 
der the cu stom of selling the calv es 
for v eal It does not make mu ch dif­ 
ference abou t their breeding. 
Bu t as 
this cu stom mu st be changed by su c­ 
cessfu l dairy men and the best heifer 
calv es raised for cows, it becomes nec­ 
essary to prov ide good sires. 
Bu t another great reason ia that 
the pu re-bred sire costs more money . 
Underly ing both these is the fu nda- 
mental reason that many dairy men 
do not y et realize the wonderfu l im­ 
prov ement that can be wrou ght by a 
good head of the herd. 


Good F ly Remedy. 
The following is recommended as 
a 
good home-made fly remedy : 
Resin, 
| 1% pou nds; lau ndry soap, two cakes; 
fish oil, half pint; enou gh w’ater to 
make three gallons. 
Dissolv e 
the 
resin in a solu tion of soap and w’ater 
by heating, add the fish oil and the 
rest of the water. Apply with a bru sh. 
If to be u sed as a spray , add a half­ 
pint of kerosene. 
This mix tu re will 
cost sev en to eight cents per gallon 
nnd may be u sed on cows or calv es. 
0?e-half pint of this mix tu re is con­ 
sidered enou gh for one application for 
a cow; a calf, of cou rse, wou ld 
re­ 
qu ire considerably less. Two or three 
applications a week will be su fficient 
i u ntil the ou ter ends of the hair be­ 
come coated with resin.
